Tho constituents suggasted are citronella, 
Kuroring, and coconut oils with a-co-taim pro- 
portion of carbonic acid, As an altornative 
for coconut oi) vaseline can be employed bnt 
is more expensive Citrouella oil along is too 
dear for general use and its scont is avyanea- 
cent, Koerosine oil is nimflarly fugitive. and 
hus the additional objection of an anplesaant 
smell, It was fonnd -by oxperimardt that 
mixture of the above ingredieots in certain 
propoi.ions completely: disguised the obj-ction- 
alle odours cf. kerosine and coconat oils, and 
produced a liquid smealtiag only of citronella, 
with « far more Iasting effect. Tho 
mixture of the more inexpensive oila so reduces 
the cost: that it can .bo freely employed on a 
large scale, ond such a mixture could be easily 
produead locally on a commoroial reales at 
rensovablacoat. The great difficulty with coolios 
iv to indncy them to take auy precautions but 
wa know that ‘they are always ready to anoint 
thomselvcs oither with coconut ail or with 
eitronolla if thoy can get: it, but the latter is 
generally beyond their means. We are our- 
selves convinced from personal exporiance that 
mosquito bites can be entirely prevental by 
thesa means; anil to obviate, as much as possible, 
the widespread: sickness and sorions losa cof 
Jabony involved, we would strongly urge that 
this preventive monsura bo immediately 
adopted. Wo think that all employors af 
Isbour in feverish localities ehoald ingist npon 
their coolies trking the simple preevations here 
suggested. Every evening at dusk they should 
rub small quantitioa of the miztare over their 
logs, arms, and any other exposed parts, tnclud- 
ing ihe face, the oil being quite free from 
harmful or unplensant effect on the skin. As 
the anopheles or malarial marquito in active 
only during the night, one application’ 
at this rhould ‘be snfficient, We would 
suggest thet a supply of the oil shoald
